Dr. Sheldon Strange, city autopsy 
surgeon, performed a_ post mortem { 
at the undertaking parlors at 1122 
Sutter street, where the body was 
removed, and pronounced death to 
have resulted from a_ self-inflicted 
bullet wound above the right ear. 

Dr. J. M. Graves, the family iphysi- 
cian ,said that the delay in no- 
tifying the coroner's office was due 
to the fact that he had attempted 
to get in touch personally with 
Coroner T. B. W. Leland.

Does it seem as if we could have 
got along with out pineapple salad, 
now an absolute necessity to our 
winter menus? It is sO easy to 
make, so delicious, so wholesome, 
moreover it serves as a good com- 
bination salad and dessert. No won- 
der we cannot vet along without it. 

There are good com )ina- 
tions for pinevpple salad. One is 
with cream cheese balls. One is with 
dates stuffed with cream cheese.

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Sham Marquis’ - 
| Daring Plot ’ Fi 
To Defraud 


Paris Jewelers 


(By Universal Service.) 

PARIS, Oct. 29.—A false marquis, 
150 pounds of chloroform, padded 
chambers, and a complete apparatus 
for flooding them with stupefying va- 
pors, all figure in a sensational story 
of conspiracy and fraud which is 
agitating Dinard and the well-known 
holiday region in Normandy. 

A country house near the town. 
known as The Uriory, was let furn- 
ished to a tenant, who gave his 
name as the Marquis de Hampau- 
bert, Commander of the Legion of 
Honor: and he moved in at once, with 
the Marchioness. ; 

At the end of a week a number of 
Paris jewellers reCeived from. the 
new tenant of the Priory letters in- 
viting them to submit for his choice 
there a number of diamond necklaces 
and bracelets, mentioning that he 
wished to offer the Marchioness a 
handsome gift on the occasion of her 
35th birthday. He added that $50,000 
should be about the price of the 
necklaces and $20,000 that of the 
bracelets. 

Marquis Arrested 

The general style of these communi- 
cations suggested doubts of the writ- 
er’s real quality and several of the 
jewellers took them to the police. 

As a result of detective went to 
Dinard, using the name of, one of 
the tradesmen, and made an appoint- 
ment with the Marquis at a cafe in 
the town. Then he was = arrested, 
and papers were found upon him in 
the name of Andre Simmonin, a 
poultry dealer, of the Seine Inferieur. 

When the police arrived at the 
house later the pseudo-marChioness 
had fled, but the one servant con- 
fessed that she herself was the 
prisoner’s wife. In the basement 
special rooms had been arranged in 
a fashion which made clear the in- 
tentions of the trio. : 

Deep-Laid Plot ® 

Doors and windows were padded 
to exclude the air, the ceiling had 
been pierced with holes from which 
depended long tubes, and in a cup- 
board flasks were found containing 
159 pounds of chloroform and a 
pump. 

The belief of the authorities is that 
these preparations had been made for 
the reception of the jewellers, who 
were to have been conducted to the 
basement, locked in, and then sent 
to sleep while the jewels they 
brought were seized and made off 
with. 

At the garage at the house a 
motor car. the tanks of which had 
peeh ony. filled. with petrol, was 
await 

Pincer prints and measurements 
already taken incline the police to 
believe that the papers found upon 
the prisoner are not his but that 
he is in reality the man Gabriel 
who got away with several million 
frances two years ago from Nantes, 
where he had _ opened handsome 
offices and received money from all 
over France as the representative of 
an American motor car firm in whose 
name he had contracted to deliver 
cars on payment of a quarter the 
price. 

The bogus marchioness was arrest- 
ed at Elbeuf.
